Our  fathers  did,  indeed,  use  the  same 
Bible  ns  their  opposers.  though  gravely  accused  of 
making  a  new  one.  But  farther  than  this  thcie 
was  little  agreement.  They  proclaimed  almost  a 
new  Sayiour,  a  new  heaven  and  a  new  hell.  Or, 
in  other  words,  they  so  interpreted  the  sacred  vol¬ 
ume,  that  to  the  mind  just  merging  from  darkness, 
all  things  were  changed,  and  under  this  benign  in¬ 
fluence,  man  became  a  new  creature.  The  Uni¬ 
verse  list  attacked  the  popular  view  of  divinity,  on 
almost  every  point.  He  would  not  leave  one  stone 
upon  another  in  mystery  Babylon.  Instead  of  al¬ 
lowing  that  God  was  a  vindictive  being;  that 
Christ  came  to  appease  thedivine  wrath;  that  hell 
was  a  far  off  place  of  literal  fire  and  brimstone,  and 
that  myriads  of  the  human  race  were  doomed,  ei* 
iher  by  God’s  decree,  or  by  man’s  perversity,  to  be 
tossed  eternally  on  its  heaving  billows,  the  Uni- 
versalist  taught  that  God  was  love  that  to  the 
vast  family  of  man  he  was  a  Friend  and  Father; 
that  Christ  came  to  <lemnnstrate  that  truth  to  the 
world,  and  that  ilirough  his  grace,  instead  of  the 
w’orld  being  nearly  all  damned,  they  shall  all  be 
saved  with  an  everlasiingsalvation. 

And  what  was  the  Methodist  doing  in  the  mean, 
time  ?  Why,  he  was  laboring  with  much  zeal  to 
make  a  triflfng  alteration  in  the  current  theology. 
He  attributed  the  same  results  to  the  divine  gov¬ 
ernment,  only  by  a  different  process.  For  aught 
I  know  he  agreed  with  the  Calvinist,  in  regard  to 
the  number  and  sufferingsof  the  damned  ;  but  pro¬ 
posed  tn  change  what  had  been  generally  consid¬ 
ered,  the  glory  of  the  Creator,  into  the  blame  of  the 
cieature.  Io  short,  what  the  Calvinist  would  do 
by  direct  meihod,  the  Methodist  would  accom¬ 
plish  by  circumlocution.  Thus  no  radical  change 
was  pro[)08ed,  and  hence,  comparatively  little 
effort  was  required..  The  poinisof  agreement  were 
more  than  those  whereon  they  differed,  while  with 
ihe  Calvinist  and  Universalis!,  there  was  scarcely 
any  truth  held  in  common.  Is  it  strange,  in  the 
light  of  these  facts,  that  Methodism  should  have 
progressed  faster  than  Universalism  ? 

We  all  know  how  fondly  the  mind  clings  to  old 
assiiciniions.  Our  veneration  blinds  usto  the  mo>t 
palpable  defects.  We  would  prefer  new  truths  to 
old  etrors,  yet  are  reluctant  lo  make  the  exchange. 
It  is  said  that  men  sometimes  lake  their  opinions 
as  thev  do  their  wives — (iir  better  or  worse;  and 
having  become  once  firmly  united,  it  is  very  dif¬ 
ficult  to  obtain  a  divorce.  Universalism  found 
men  in  this  condition — firmly  opposed  to  all  inno- 
vaiions,  and  especially  those  of  a  radical  nature. 
How  difficult,  ihen,  to  establish  a  doctrine  so  dia¬ 
metrically  ojipfcrd  to  all  the  leading  and  long- 
cherished  opinions  of  the  age!  Add  to  this  the 
ihouglit.  that  il  was  most  earnestly  opposed  by  hu¬ 
man  pritle,  and  you  heboid  another  most  powertu!

And  it  is  quite  probable  that  our  actual  gain  | 
during  the  past  year,  has  exceeded  that  of  both  those  de-  j 
nominations.  But  no  peison  would  have  misconceived  | 
the  power  nr  influence  of  either  of  these  classes  of  Chris¬ 
tians— nor  would  any  one  mistake  public  opinion  re-  . 
specting  them,  were  they  to  report  an  aggregate  in-  | 
crease  of  only  half  our  own.  The  reason  is  plain — the  ; 
prosperity  and  influence  of  these  denominations,  arees-  | 
Mimsied  on  other  grounds  than  the  miiltiplicatiaii  of  | 
mere  numbers, ortlie  addition  of  afew  places  of  worship. 

It  is  qui'e  time,  that  these  principles  were  applied  to  { 
Universalists.  For  they  are  no  more  to  be  judged  of 
with  reference  to  their  posiiiuii  as  a  Christian  denomi¬ 
nation,  by  their  number  and  annual  increase — than  any 
other  parly  in  Christendom.  The  odium  under  which 
they  suffer,  from  the  fears  or  mistakes,  the  ignorance  or 
pride  of  the  zealots  of  all  parties,  is  no  criterion  for  de¬ 
termining  the  tendency  of  the  public  mind.  That  ten¬ 
dency,  in  defiance  of  the  complaints  and  exertions  of 
sectarians,  is  favorable  to  Univeraalism;  for  it  allays  the 
violence  of  prejudice,  and  augments  the  power  and  pro¬ 
gress  of  liberality. 

The  published  sfatistics  therefore,  do  not,  and  never 
can,  give  any  adequate  view  of  our  position  and  pro-  I 
gress.  Our  most  effective  number  and  strength  lie  deep  ; 
and  behind  this  visible  growth — in  the  moral  tone  and 
gradual  increase  of  existing  societies.  In  the  mutations 
of  events,  tlicre  may  be  instances  in  which  no  progress  || 
is  made — where  both  members  and  resources  giadiially  | 
diiniiiisli,  until  the  society  is  entirely  broken  up,  and  it  is  i 
no  more  known.  But  these  are  only  exceptions  which  j 
do  not  affect  the  general  rule.  In  a  great  majority  of 
c.ises,  the  religions  and  moral  feelings  of  societies  are  I 
improving,  and  their  members  constantly  increasing  by  | 
accessions  from  the  ranks  of  opposera  and  a  still  more 
accessilile  public.

The  time,  the  talents  and  the  labors  of  u  faith-  I 
fill  minister,  are  never  so  well  employed,  never  so  per¬ 
manently  and  certainly  useful,  as  when  devoted  to  the 
service  of  a  single  society.  For  it  is  not  alone  from  the 
pulpit,  that  he  is  tu  proclaim  the  Gospel  and  become  the 
instrument  of  sending  abroad  its  purifying  and  sustain¬ 
ing  power.  It  is  for  him  to  identify  his  sympathies  with 
every  family,  and  every  member  of  his  congregation.—
